It la 
not well adapted to grazing, and It 
doe# not produce seed freely. 

William South worth of Ontario Ag 
1 rlcalturul college, Guelph, Couadn. tins 
been making no mo experiment* that 
promise greatly to Improve alfalfa In 
I these respects. He picked out hs the 
1 plant most likely to fulflll tbe ccndi 
tiona, tbo common yellow trefoil.

I Thalr Use Net RMnwiikd as Field 
FartfUAr*. 

| The special la ta or tb« burenu of 
, noils. Oat ted States department or eg 
ricoitwe, who bare been lDvaAtlgsaug 
tbe use of radio-active substance* as 
fertilisers, report that wbUe the use 
of concentrated vadium ores or extract¬ 
ed radium in certain quantities In pot 
experiment* seem to stimulate plant 
I growth or to retard It In greeter cod- 
| contrition, the qnaetity of radium 
l praent In the amount of so called 
radioactive manure ordinarily recom¬ 
mended for application to an acr* la 
j sot groat enough to prodoc* any ap- 
i preclable effect on field crop*. The 
radioactive manors consists of ground 
uranium radium ores of too Jow grads 
to be need for the extraction of radium 
or of ore* from which cranium has 
been removed. The amount of radium 
generally preaeot In such of these ma¬ 
terials at have been placed on tbe mar 
ket boa been found to be so small that 
la the quantity ordinarily recommend¬ 
ed for application to an acre there la 
less radium than Is actually already 
present on an averaga In an acre foot 
of soil 

Tb* specieliets point out that all orea 
which contain radium uiso contain ■ 
very much larger proportion of anoth¬ 
er radioactive element called uranium. 
The latter Is ordinarily recognized aa ■ 
plant poteoo, being very Injurious to 
plants when above a certain concert 
tntlon. bet when present la very email 
quantity H ac» as n ail mutant to plant 
growth; other metres. Ilka copper aDd 
lead, act tn tbe asms way. These ef¬ 
fects of anralam are entirely different 
from those of other radio-active ele¬ 
ments of tbe same radio-activity. It la 
therefore concluded that tbe results ob¬ 
tained wltb uranium are not due to 
Its property of radioactivity, but to it* 
chemical properties, and that the con 
Hiding resalts obtained with radioac¬ 
tive manure from different sources are 
to be explained by the presence or ab- 
arnse or oicntum and possibly of other 
! constituents of a non radioactive na 
| lure. Until further knowledge 1* gain- 
j ed wltb regard to the way in which 
plant poisons. like uranium, affect the 
growl h of plants the soil specialists are 
Inclined to advise against tbe use of 
radio active manures or ooy other ma 
tcrlnt containing uranium aea fertilizer 
In general farming.

Wlth a little care a number of trop 
leal plants may be grown Indoor*, and 
during the winter tbey are a particu 
larly attractive addition to a bay win 
dow or conservatory garden. Various 
kinds of palms, rubber plants, olenn 
dura, aspidistras a od cactuses n re easily 
kept in good condition Indoors If given 
the proper attention and not permitted 
to be exposed to frost. 

Palms arc much used for Interior 
decorations where there la no direct 
sunlight. Regular watering la essen¬ 
tial, with especial care not to over 
wster. It la better with moat palms 
to keep them a little dry than too wet 
Where a pot Is In a Jardiniere especial 
care most be exercised not to have 
them too wet 

While email wash the foliage ocen 
alonaliy with soapsuds made from • 
good eoap Immediately follow with 
a thoronch rinsing When too large 
for this spray the top* frequently with 
clear water. 

Rubber plnt/tn am especially satisfac¬ 
tory to grow where there is a good 
light without direct sunlight. Water 
orten enough to keep the soli moist, 
but do not under any clrcirmstnuce* 
permit water to ntnnd about the root* 
nor allow tt to become "bun* dry." A 
potted plant set lo a Jardiniere needs 
especial car* nor to over water. 

itaah lb* foil"** frequently with 
Minpouds made from good soap. Rinse 
thoroughly at once. 

Repot occasionally, a* ihe pot* be¬ 
come full of root*. Feed once lo two 
■o funr weeks with dilute nitrate of 
soda (a heaping tcaapoonful dissolved 
tn wftliri or ammonia wnler or mo- 
nnre water or some prepared plant 
food.

Some Oslittous Fur***. 

A puree may be either an accompani¬ 
ment lo meat or form tlie foundation 
of a substantial soup. Whatever vege¬ 
table Is turned into^^pre* mod flrat 
b* well boded, the* passed t a rough a 
sieve, a work demanding patience, ItUi 
true. Tbe puree will then have a UUW > 
batter and seasoning added t 
or the yolka of eggs < 
sauce, according to what « 
companies. 

A pure* of chestnuts accompanied 
veal or poultry and require* the add^ 
(km of a little thick cream. A pure* 
of white haricot beans accompanies 
roast mutton. 

A puree of sorrel or spinach or both 
combined 1* really nicest when served 
without meat and placed in Individual 
cocotte* or la shells of fried bread- 
After pasKing the spinach, etc., through 
tbe sieve it Is beaten up with a little 
butter and cream and liberally sea¬ 
soned. It should not be boiled mors 
than Just enough to cook it tender, and 
then H will keep It* color and flavor. 

Marrows, turnips, artichokes and 
pumpkin# all make delicious pureee, 
sweet or savory. Another dellclooy 
puree of small white onions and new 
potatoes makes a daioty dish If suffi¬ 
cient cream is added and tbe mix ion 
is put Into small china disbea and 
browned on top. 

The puree destined for serving a Ion* 
or as an accompaniment to meet must 
be kept thick, yet smooth. The puree 
that form* the foundation of a soup b 
lengthened out lo make a sufficient 
quantity by adding to It meat or vega- 
table stock and milk or cream or yolk 
of egg*, etc The eggs and cream 
should not be put in until after the 
puree la cooked and taken from tb* 
fire. 

Canning Chicken. 

For quick lunches, unexpected guests 
and many occasions when she might 
not be prepared with needed food aa 
enterprising housewife cans chlckep 
each year, when the fowl* are young; 
tender and wholesome. She cat* the 
chickens as for frying and stewa untfl 
tender enough to alip off the bone* 
8h© packs glass Jara which have beeh 
sterilized and are boiling bot with the 
chicken. Alls op with tbe hot broth, 
then seals. Chicken canned In this 
way is delicious for salad, sandwiches, 
chicken pie. croquets, or may be used 
In any of the other many ways In 
which chicken Is served. The broth 
will make fresh gravy or may b* 
cooked down and Jellied for many oth¬ 
er ways of serving. Tbe chicken of 
course must be thoroughly c<»ked, the 
jars and tbe meat hot and tbo jam per 
fecily air tlght- 

The Evir Useful Casserole. 

Cold roost lamb, beef, veal, chicken, 
kidneys, etc., may be warmed up lo tbe 
casserole. Heat any gravy that is left 
over to almost boiling point and then 
put In slices of lamb or beef and let 
| them get warmed through. Do not 
cook them. 

In the nbseDCe of gravy a rich boef 
Juice could be used. For boiled or fric 
asaeed chicken have ready some boiled 
rice nod put this first la tbe cssserolA 

Take off the skin of the chicken and 
bone It, place the bits on top of the 
rice, pour over gravy or bit* of butter, 
add seasoning If needed aDd a dust of 
curry powder. 

Then cover tbs casserole and let tbe 
rice and chicken heat to the cooking 
point When beating the Iamb and 
beef slices tbo casserole must not be 
covered, as tbe ateam toughen* the 
meat 


Chsitnut Dressing. 

Chestnuts make a delicious dressing 
tor tbe turkey. Take one pound Ital¬ 
ian chestnuts, one-half cupful shorten¬ 
ing. ona cupful breadcrumb*, one-half 
cupful seeded raisins, one and one- 
half tablespoonrula poultry seasoning, 
salt pepper, celery salt sugar, cayenne 
to taste. 

Blanch tbe chestnuts; boQ till very 
tender and pot through a ricer. Add 
the breadcrumbs, shortening, seasoning 
and raisins and balance of aeaaonlng* 
to taste. Mix thoroughly.

Salisbury Plains 

From Richard Ottewell. sod of 
Stephen Ottew*ll.

Salisbury Plains, Dec. 21st, 19U 
Dear father: — 

1 reoetyed your letter some four 
dayB since. This being Sunday, a 
few hours relaxation is permitted, 
and we all use them to write a few 
letters. 1 have always a number to 
answer. I receive a goodly number 
of letters from Canada and England 
as well bo I am always busy at each 
opportunity. 

We hear of the doings of the Can¬ 
adian people with feeling and pride. 
Bitch loyal support could not do 
otherwise than stimulate us to meet 
all the unpleasant and disagreeable 
emergencies which attend 11 soldier’s 
life in the middlo of winter in the 
open The spirit of the Canadian 
troops is l>eing lauded by all the 
prominent military authorities in 
this country, it must b« the supi>ort 
from home that dm* it 

The shelling of Scarborough 
caused a great deal of excitement 
throughout ibe troop* it bus stim¬ 
ulated the English people, a long 
time since foreign shells were hurl¬ 
ed on this Island. The Gerrnun 
people are putting up a great fight. 
The spring campaign will lie one of 
the greatest in the bintory of the 
world. A mnn who van live through 
it will have seen tho sight* of the 
creation, 

I am going away on puss for six 
days. 1 may go up to Glasgow for 
we are being permittod to travel on 
all railways free. I might ns well 
travel the whole time. I wish I had 
more lime hut six days menus ■> 
great deal at this time. There will 
not l»e any more leave allowed, &a a 
matter of fact we are liable to be re* 
<-a led at any time even during those 
six dnys. I hope it is not long be¬ 
fore we get a chance to do some¬ 
thin?. This is a miserable life in 
the mud nnd rain being forced to 
train whether the weather is good 
or nut, although it is colder and 
damper on the German frontier. 

The children at home are all going 
to school, the little winter rports 
skitting ( sledding and perhaps running 
on the crust, they are all scenes I 
often think about Mother’s turk¬ 
eys were uot valuable at home but 
a good leg at present would be 
worih a golden sovereign.

This means 
that all such butter sold orj the 
market or m stores must slate plainly 
to which class it belongs Hutier in 
rolls, crocks, or tubs do not require 
such branding, Tho Aot oamo into 
force on Bept. 1st, The mininum 
fine is $10. and the maximun $60 00 
The printing of the words Creamery 
or Dairy on the butter wrappers 
must be a quarter of an inch each 
way. The Echo Ima printed a great 
many of those wrappers si.ioe tiie 
new regulation came into ioroe.

may be about Ofty trees, which should 
include at least applet, pears and cher¬ 
ries There will then be room foratamt 
i-TJO raspberry and currant bathes 
among tbe trees aud around tbe edge 
of the orchard. The root crops should 
include carrots, beets, rutabagas and 
other things of the Bind. Tba three ; 
aero* of corn will supply roughage for 
six or eight bead of stock, and between 
the rows rape should be town eo that 
after tbe grain has been harvested a 
number of bogs may graze through the 
(all months. Tbe plowing can be done 
before tbe ground freezes. There will 
be corn enough to fatten tbe bogs for 
tbe winter market and to reed tbe 
horses besides supplying part of tbe 
poultry radons 

After crops of lettuce, beans, early 
potatoes, onions, peas and radishes 
have been taken off early In the season 
tbe garden can be fitted for succession 
crops, such as cabbage, tomatoes, cel¬ 
ery. sweet corn and late potatoes. 
This program of double cropping can 
be widely varied. It enables a person 
to rstse twice as much stuff as tbe ordi¬ 
nary garden produces, and as there Is 
an extra amount of cultivation tbe soil 
does not wear out. So far as possible

Walkerton, Jan. 28,—Judge Wil¬ 
liam Barrett, Senior judge of the 
county of Bruce, died at the Walk¬ 
erton Hospital this afternoon after 
but a short illness. The Judge under¬ 
went a minor operation at tlie hos¬ 
pital on .Wednesday of last week, 
from which Iwoever recovered, the 
shock apparently beiug too great for 
his rundown system. He was sev- 
j euty-three years of age.' Besides his 
■ wife, the deceased is survived by 
one daughter, Mrs C. F. Bate of 
Brampton, and three eons. Dr. 
Lawrie of Galt, Ethelbertof St. Paul 
and Walter of New York. The fun- 
,eral will take place to the Walkerton 
[Cemetery Saturday 

Judge Barrett began hitfcw prac¬ 
tice an a barrister in 1868. He was 
appointed Junior Judge of Bruce 
county in September, 188a, and be¬ 
came Senior Judge in April, 1893 
In 1902 he tnarrieo Mrs Anne Wilkes 
widow of his Honor Judge Wilkes. 

He was n resident of Walkerton 
for more than forty years, having 
previously been in business-in Dur¬ 
ham- He was an excellent Judge, 
well thought of all over the country- 
lie was always interested in oil pub¬ 
lic events, es|»eifi«l|y those affecting 
the county of Bruce. In the matter 
of sports he was nri ardent fisherman 
He had a summer home at. South¬ 
ampton, where ho used to 6pend 
three months evui-y year, doing his 
business from there Last summer 
his health did not jientiit him logo 
there us usual, but a sojourn at 
Bailie Greek appeared to Jo him 
only temporary benefit.

Dio I at Tobermory Jen 23rd- at 
11.30 a. m. Dannie IS M. Bute hart, 
beloved son of Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Butchart aged 17 yoars 7 months aud 
15 days. 

When war broke out last August, 
and the soldiers under Major Fletcher 
and Capt. Clarke were sent to Tob¬ 
ermory to guard the wireless station, 
Dannie joined them on Ang. 18th and 
remained with them till Nov. 11th, 
when be was forced to leave on oc" 
count Of sickness. 

Dannie’s bright and genial nature 
won for him many kind friends where 
ever he went and through all his ill- 
neM he never murmured or complaind 
and up to tbe lost was improving in 
health only for his heart which bad 
bothered him more or less *ince his 
infancy and from which* he suc¬ 
cumbed. 

He is mourned by a large circle of 
friends and besidee his pareois two 
sisters mourn for a departed brother, 
Mrs John Cordick and Coro at home 

He was buried by the Soldiers and 
Orangemen of which the deceased 
wap a member, the casket was com¬ 
pletely covered by the soldiers Union 
Jack, «nd his cap, belt and arms wore 
laid on the top alao‘ many beautiful 
flowers including a wreath from his 
boy chums.

This field hospital is to be stationed 
ns near as possible to the firing tine, 

I where the wounded may be rushed im¬ 
mediately for aid. At present hos¬ 
pitals in opomtion along the battle 
front arc able In handle only the less 
serious cases. Those severely wound¬ 
ed often die while being transferred 
to the surgical hospitals at Paris or 
in the Interior. Mrs. Whitney's hos¬ 
pital will cure for the soldiers ef all 
nationalities. 

Mrs. Whitney, who was Miss Ger¬ 
trude Vanderbilt. Is u sculptor of note. 
She has done much work of merit 
The white marble fountain illustrated 
here Is to adorn the pntlo of the Cali¬ 
fornia building at the Panama-Pacific 
cx|>osjilon. It is a beautiful creation 
and was loaned to the exposition. 

Mrs. Whitney's sister Gladys is the 
wife of the Hungarian Count Sze- 
cbucyl. She is generously aiding the 
wounded In Austria. Their cousin, 
the Duchess of Marlborough. 1* at the 
head of unu of (he British organiza¬ 
tions for aiding war sufferers.

! Warsaw. It la even a queatlon whe- 
j ther the Germans, after their coloeeal 
loaaea of the paat few days, any long¬ 
er possess a sufficient number of fresh 
I unshaken units to make any serious 
assaults on thejvencbes of the Rus¬ 
sians In that qulHer. Possibly they 
are merely drawing their breath after 
their stupendous and costly exertions 
of the last week, and in spite of all 
failures and fruitless aaerlflce# will 
once more launch their wasset at the I 
Russian positions. 

Looked at aa a wholo, tbe situation 
in tbe Carpathians seems eminently ! 
satisfactory. It la true tbe Russians i 
have bad to give way in Bukowina. : 
but the movements there must be re¬ 
garded merely as local Incidents In a 
big general battle along the whole 
ridge, and the tendency of this Is dis¬ 
tinctly in favor of the Russians. 

The situation of tbe Russians In 
Bukowina was bound to become un¬ 
comfortable as soon as the enemy 
concentrated an attack on that point, j 
in consequence of the propinquity of 
tho Roumanian frontier, which allows 
no room for manoeuvring, but If they 
, are permanently successful farther to 
the west they will recover the lost 
! ground as a matter of course. 

Haft ling Foot By Foot. 

LONDON, Feb. 9 — In that forest- 
dntted cockpit or tbe lighting on tbe 
eastern end of the allies' line In 
France (the Argonne) a terrific 
brittle has been raging for two days 
mid continues with tbe result still in 
doubt. Gains of a foot are held pre- 
rijus, a yard put behind an advanc¬ 
ing column Is of sufficient importance 
to be made the subject of a report, 
and (be side (bat can lunge forward 
through the contLiua! hurricane of 
; sl>»u and rifle lire, past the line of 
watting bayonets, has won a great 
victory, so furious and evenly balanc¬ 
ed la the Blruggle. 

Bagatelle, held by tbe French, is 
the scene of the big battle. German 
forces opened the attack early the 
•turnings of Sunday. Drive after 
drive was made against tbe French 
lines without effect. At dusk the 
French lines we*t> still holding. 

The French War Office Issued tbe 
following bulletin yesterday: 

"On the night of Feb. 6-7 the en- 
•;rjy exploded three series of mines at 
fat Bolseile in front of houses In Ihe 
village which we occupied. Two com- 
pr.nlca and a half wero then sent 
against our positions, but were tiul 
; able to get beyond the excavations 
formed by the explosions. 

"During the course of the after¬ 
noon of Feb. 7 a counter-attack, exe¬ 
cuted by one of our companies, drove 
the enemy from the excavatluos, 
which we immediately organized. Tbe 
Germans left 200 de&d on tbe ground. 

"To tbe north of Mesnll-les-Uurlea, 
on the night of Feb. 7-8. we raptured 
a wood where tbe enemy had been 
ulldly established. 

"In the Argonne, (he action of the 
Infantry engaged at Bagatelle was 
prolonged throughout the night of 
Feb. 7-8. Tbe Germans, after having 
made some progress, were able to oc¬ 
cupy at daybreak of the 8lh only par¬ 
ticular parts of our more advanced 
line, around which the struggle con¬ 
tinued during tbe day. 

"From tbe sea to the Oise, there 
was an artillery duel Feb. 7 of con- 
rtderable violence in tbe vicinity of 
Oulnchy, to the west of La Baasee. 

“To the southwest of Carency we 
were successful In a surprise attack 
on a German trench which had been 
blown up by one of our mines. The 
defenders of this position were either 
killed or taken prisoners. 

"On tbe Aline front, and In Cham¬ 
pagne Feb. 7 saw an intermittent 
bombardment. The accuracy or our 
artillery fire was evidenced at several 
places. To the west of Hill 191. 
north of Masslges, our batteries 
checked an attempted attack on the 
part of the enemy. 

"In the Argonne. a German attack 
in tbe direction of Fontaine Madams 
was repulsed. At Bagatelle a violent 
Infantry engagement waa started by 
the Germans, and has been going on 
since tbe morning of Feb, 7. Accord¬ 
ing to latest reports, all our positions 
were being maintained.

NO AMOUNT FIXED 

British Cabinet Seek* Unlimited 
S|>endlug Power* For War. 

LONDON. Feb. 9. — For the first 
time in l*o hundred years the Brit- ' 
tub Government yesterday invited the 
llousp of Commons lo give it a blank 
rheck for army purposee. 

This is virtually (he effect of tbe

Into. 

There Is a noticeable diminution In 
(he number of new works provided 
for. 

The public debt, including sink¬ 
ing funds, takes up $23,648,606, os 
compared with less than $16,000,000 
last yesr. There Is a alight Increase 
In civil government, wblcb Is placed 
at $7,024,263. 

Public works is $22,351,830, com¬ 
pared with $33,390,656. Militia and 
defence in $5,780,100, as against 
$11,608,682. Tbe war expenses sre, 
of course, not Included In this.

BRITAIN APPROVES. 

Home Government In Accord With 
Canada's Nickel Policy. 
OTTAWA, Feb. 9.— Before tbe de¬ 
bate on Ihe address commenced in 
the House of Command yesterday af¬ 
ternoon W. F. Maclean (S. York) 
moved for leave to introduce a bill to 
regulate the export of nickel. He said 
tbe bill wa a designed to prohibit ex¬ 
port of nickel matte during the pres¬ 
ent war, as undoubtedly Canadian 
nickei waa reaching tbe enemy 
through tbe United States. 

Sir Robert Borden objected, that 
tbe bill had not been preceded by a 
resolution, but waived his objection 
for tbe moment in order to make a 
statement on tbe subject. 

"So far us tbe general subject of 
tbe bill is concerned it baa received 
tbn very aareful and prolonged con¬ 
sideration of ilio Government/’ he 
said. "Tbe arrangements which 
have been made with regard to tbe

OTTAWA, F«b. The address In 
the reply to the speech frqtn tbn 
throne was adopted by the House lack 
night after an interesting debate, 19 
which a number of leading members 
on both sides participated. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier expreued hla 
desire lo avoid party bickerings and 
to glva a generous support to tbe pol¬ 
icy of the Government. At tbe sam! 
time, be declared that the people, 
through thalr representative*, had a 
right to enquire bow tbe large appro¬ 
priations were being expended. Errors 
of Judgment were, in hie opinion, un¬ 
avoidable. but the charge baa been 
freely made that the boots supplied 
to lbe first contingent were entirely 
unsuitable, and that the health and 
lives of our Boldler* bad hereby been 
endangered. 

Tbe Minister of Militia had stated 
that the man who furnished acme of 
these boots should be shot. Surely 
it was tbe duty of tbe Minister to lo¬ 
cate and punish the guilty persons, II 
was claimed, indeed, that tbe faull 
waa not found in tbe material ot 
workmansbip. but in the specifica¬ 
tions furnished by the Militia De¬ 
partment. In any event there should 
be a searching Investigation. 

Sir Robert Borden said, in repfJV 
that the Opposition were clearly en¬ 
titled to Inquire what bad become ol 
all tbe moneys voted for tbe publih 
aorvlce. The Government would wel¬ 
come the fullest inquiry into any e*» 
pendttures In ronoection with thb 
war. If (be specifications for tba 
boots were wrong the blame lay ak 
tbe door of tbe former Minister of 
Militia. However, it van not clear 
what type of boots should be adopted. 

Tbe British army service boots waa 
open to serious objections. As far aa 
the Prime Minister knew, the lltnesi 
at Salisbury Plato camp bad been dua 
to tbe extraordinary weather which 
would have invalided many of tha 
troops no matter what kind of boot* 
they bad on. 

The Prime Minister gave an inter¬ 
esting review of (be war, and In this 
connection read a despatch from tha 
Colonial Secretary. 

Tbe Colonial Secretary said; 
"Nearly four months have now 
passed since the first Canadian con¬ 
tingent arrived in the United King¬ 
dom. It was recognized on Its arri¬ 
val that Canada had sent a fine body 
of men. constituting a most valuable 
addition to the crown’s fighting 
forces. Training has been continued 
in the time that has since elapsed, 
and is now practically completed, un¬ 
der unprecedented conditions of cli¬ 
mate, which bare Involved discomfort 
in aplte of every effort on tbe part 
or his Majesty's Government to alle¬ 
viate the hardships, which have been 
borne by the contingent with a cheer¬ 
ful resolve that augurs well for their 
endurance of tbe arduous conditions 
of actual active service. 

The contingent was inspected br 
his Majesty the King on Thursday 
last, and hi# Majesty was much grati¬ 
fied at the marked general Improve- 
rnent since be last inspected them, 
end at the spirit of eaCernesg and 
toya! enthusiasm which fills all ranks. 
Tbe contingent will shortly Join tbelr 
Canadian comrades or the Princess 
Patricia's Light InTantry at the front. 
These are acquitting themselves to » 
manner worthy of the great Dominion 
to which they belong, and some of 
them hare already given their lives 
for tbe greet cause for wblcb tbe Em¬ 
pire la now fighting.’’

Gun Discharged While Hunting and Shat:ired 
His Arm.—Walked About Half Mile 
After Accident Happened 


Reeve Munn and his son, who I 
were chopping in the woods about 
two miles from Tobsrmory, heard 
two shota in rapid succession and 
they remarked that they guessed 
Harry had shot something for he 
hod passed them earlier in tbe day 
on his way hunting. About an 
hour afterwards they heard a cry of 
distress and upon going to the spot 
win re the sound came from they 
found Harry Murphy lying on the 
snow, exhausted from loss of blood 
and a walk of about one-half a mile 
K.ter the accident had occurred. He 
waj quite able to tell his story*. He 
ha*, shot a rabbit, but had forgotten 
bo fix the safety device so the other 
barrel could not go off, and just as he 
was stooping to pick up the rabbit 
the lioands rushed io, sod in reach¬ 
ing down to adjust the safety hi* 
hand pressed the trigger and the

‘'Estimates indicate that the average 
farmer in this country receives 43 to 
08 cents from each dollar expended by 
the consumer," be continued, “while 
farmers in roost European countries re¬ 
ceive 60 to 60 cents. 

“In an investigation of groups of 
farms located In townships In Indiana, 
Illinois and Iowa It was found that 
one farmer oot of every twenty-two 
received a labor income of more than 
12,000 a year, one of every three paid 
for tbe privilege of working—that la, 
after deducting 0 per cent Interest on 
their Investment they lost money by 
farming.” 

He said similar Investigation In New 
York Indicated that one-third of* the 
farmers made less than hired men, 
one-third about tbe same as hired men 
and tbe rest more.

But in 
moat cases this simple test wig 
prove sufficient — 

Take e saucer and two pieces 
of blotting paper. Place seed 
between blotting papers. Keep 
moist and la a warm place. 
In a few days, you will be able 
to see whether the vitality is 
there. Neglect to test your seed 
may mean tbe loss of crop.

’’Treltsehke died In 1896. looking 
forward with confidence to the day 
wh ”t “ , Q«U>el sent, the world 
would find healing at the touch of 
the Groan character. He looked 
forwara; to this day In a pious, pray¬ 
erful mood. *Ood will see to It that 
war always recur* as a drastic medi¬ 
cine for the .human race.' That 
Treltsehke was not spared to be the 
bead or (be German press bureau in 
1914 1* a severe los* to the cause of 
Pan-Qermaalsm.” 

In a recent number of Harper's 
Weekly Mr. Norman 'Hapgood gives 
a vivacious characterisation of the 
man who has been called Germany's 
stormy petrel: 

"He was an odfAutle man, with a 
voice so bad It could hardly be un¬ 
derstood in college lecture-rooms. As , 
a youth he bad a natural tendency j 
towards learning, but an natural ten¬ 
dency also toward using his facts to 
prove what he liked to believe. After 
Bismarck’s first great exhibition of 
masterly wlckedhess, when he tore 
Schleswig-Holstein away from Den¬ 
mark. the youthful Von Treltsehke 
lost whatever liberalism he had and 
became excited over the possibilities 
of war. compulsion, aristocracy. . . 

Von Treltsehke first popularized 
the idea that British naval supre¬ 
macy rflust be destroyed. In 1884 
he said: ‘We have reckoned with 
France, Austria and Russia; the 
reckoning with England has still to 
come; it will be the longest and the 
most difficult.’ .... 

Von Treltsehke sat in the Reichstag 
and supported legislation to sup-1 
press the Socialists, Poles and Catho- 1 
lies. In every branch of politics he i 
taught the gospel of crushing.”

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FIGHT THE FLIES. 

War Should Be Vigorously Mede Upon 
Their Breeding Places 

Now Is the time'to begin the fight 
ngnlnat the housefly. From 05 to 99 
per cent of our files breed In horse 
manure, so I bat the obvlona remedy la 
to prevent the collection of quantities 
of stable litter which might aqf sa fly 
nurseries. Their next favorite breed¬ 
ing place Is tbe kltcbcn garbage and 
privies. Those latter can be more 
easily eliminated than (he former. 

Begin early by removing all stable 
litter to the field. See that no email 
pockets of manure are left around the 
stable yard after tbo removal of tbe 
pile. Then follow this denning up by 
baullng tbe manure on to the Held each 
dsy during Ibe summer. This may 
seem like a burden to tbo farmer, but 
with a little forethought. It Deed not 
be eo. Arrangementa can b# made for 
the use of a field for Ibis purpose, and 
it Is a well known principle that ma¬ 
nure placed at once upon tbe field la of 
more value as plant food. Remember 
that during summer weatber a period 
of five days may be sufficient to pro¬ 
duce a brood of files from (be egg to 
tbe adolt eo thot manure left In a pile 
for thia length of time will serve as s 
breeding place. 

Flies feed upon filth, such as sputum 
and that found In privies, bat they are 
also very strongly attracted by tbs 
odors of cooking and food In tbs 
bouse. To prevent Infection from bo- 
Ing carried to our food, every precau¬ 
tion should bo used to make the out¬ 
buildings perfectly sanitary so that 
files cannot enter, end the houses 
should also have windows and doors 
fitted wiib screens. 

Tbo motto In fly control should be. 
’’Rcttcr sanitation" both In tbe barn¬

Care of Sweaters. 

The following method, If carefully 
followed, will result In great satis¬ 
faction to the one who wants a shape¬ 
ly sweater after it has been subjected 
1 to the process of cleansing. After tho 
ordinary methods, as we all know, tho 
sweater Is such an unsightly object aa 
to be forever shorn of Us original 
beauty. 

Prepare a suds with lukewarm wa¬ 
ter, being particular to have plenty 
of water so (bat tbe sweater can bo 
thoroughly cleansed. Pass it through 
tbe suds, gently pressing and lifting 
until It appears to be perfectly clean. 
Pass through several lukewarm rinse 
| waters and then through water slight¬ 
ly blued. Do no wring or stretch la 
any way. Next pin a clean piece of 
muslin firmly on a board wide enough 
to Lake the sweater In Its natural 
shape. Place tbe aweater on tho 
board dripping wet with froDt out, 
51 placing and shaping it until exact 
shape and size as when worn. Put 
in a strong sun and when front Is 
thoroughly dry turn over carefully 
and dry tbe back. When it la thor¬ 
oughly dry you will find that It Is 
In Its natural shape, with pockets, 
| cuffs and sleeves in perfect propor¬ 
tion.

Beceral British and French Bsltlr- 
shIp* Are Hit by Hbetl* Freni I be 
Land llsttrriea, But Lltll« Dam* 
age. la Done—Turk* Are Making 
* Trrrlflc Rfhlklincr —* Qorrn 
Elisabeth I* HU Three Times. 

LONDON. March Th* British 
and French fleet* have battered 
their way a step nearer to Constanti¬ 
nople. More Turkish fort* on the 
Asiatic side have been silenced, ac¬ 
cording to a statement by the British 
Admiralty, but (he Turks are making 
a terrific resistance with the shells 
from their German-made guns. 

From the number of ships engaged 
and the size and range ot the guns, 
the battle of the Dardanelles is unlike 
anything In history, according to nav¬ 
al experts. At 21,000 yards the huge 
battleship Qrfden Elizabeth Of the 
British squMlrpn, assisted by smsllar 
chips. Is aim hurting shells across the 
Gallipoli Peninsula Into the Turkish j 
strongholds on the Asiatic shore. The 
Admiralty statement carries the oper¬ 
ations through Sunday and admits 
that the majority of the ships inside 
the straits, both French and British, 
were struck.- None was sunk and 
there were no casualties. , 

The Turkish forts Tlumlli, Medji- 
dleb, Tabia and Hamldieb-l-Tabla. 
fringing the Asiatic shore line, which 
previously had wiibat<M*|. the bom¬ 
bardment, were silenced, as was the 
Mount DardsDus battery further 
south. 

The Turkish casualties are un¬ 
known. 

Aeroplanes taking wing from the 
decks of the besieging craft are play¬ 
ing a signal part In the operations. 
One British machine became unman¬ 
ageable and dove into the sea, and 
another was hit by the, Turks 28 
times. 

The British Admiralty Iasi night 
made public the following statement: 

• The operations against the Dar¬ 
danelles are profresslng in fine wes- 
ther, Vice-Admiral Sackvllle H. 
Carden reports that on March 6 the 
battleship Queen Elizabeth, support¬ 
ed by the battleships Agamemnon 
und Ocean, began an attack on 
Forts Humidleli'l-Tabia and Haml- j 
dleh III., which are marked on the i 
Admiralty map ns forts V and V. by 
indirect lire across the Gallipoli Pen- j 
insula, tiring ut 21,000 yards.

"Fort Mu mill Medjldleh Tabia, 
marked J on Ihe Admiralty maps, 
which had been altacked on the pre¬ 
vious day, opened fire and was en¬ 
gaged and hli by 12-lnch shells, 

" A mnjorlty of the sbipH In the 
straits were struck by shells, but 
there was do serious damage done, 
and no casualties resulted. 

On the 7th of March the weather 
continued calm and line, lour French 
battleships Ihe Gaulols, Charle¬ 
magne. Bouvet and Suffren — entered 
the struils to cover the direct bom¬ 
bardment of Ihe defences of the nar¬ 
rows by (he Agamemnon and I-ord 
Nelson.

BERWSTO RFPS LATEST. 

Turkey Adhering to TradRfoaftl Tol¬ 
erance For Religions, He Bays. 
WASHINGTON. March *. — Count 
Bereatortf, German Ambassador here, 
Issued a italemsnt yesterday enur¬ 
ing Jews of tbe efforts on the part of 
tbs German An>bassador *t Constan¬ 
tinople to prevent antl-Jewlsh agita¬ 
tion.

Britain's il Q tk s d l la tha Mm Re- 
marts trie la History. 

LONDON. March It. — Orest Brt- 
tala made haova to the world yew 
terday la a formal order, algwsd la 
council by the King sad tamed from 
Bo cilia ghats Palace, how she . pro¬ 
poses to sever all the arteries of pea 
coiamerop to mod from Germany dur¬ 
ing the period of the war. 

Am Id Premier Asquith’s speech fore 
ceiling the order, the term “block¬ 
ade" la aot used sod ao prohibited 
area la defined. Nevertbolsra the ex¬ 
tent of the order makes plain Bri¬ 
tain’s intention to prevent commodi¬ 
ties from reaching or leaving Ger¬ 
many during the war. 

British officials last night frankly 
called the movement a blockade, the 
Foreign Office describing it as an ef¬ 
fective blockade, differing from the 
effective blockades of history only in 
that the property seised will not be 
confiscated outright, but told, the 
proceeds eventually going to tbs 
owners. 

In the last clause of the proclama¬ 
tion is the proposal most Interesting 
to neutrals. Tbli Is the flat agreement 
to-llfl the "blockade" in case any na¬ 
tion win certiry that tbs ships flying 
Us flag stall aot carry goods to Ger¬ 
many, or originating therein or be¬ 
longing to subjects of the Oerman 
Empire. 

It Is notable that the order declares 
no Intention to capture ships of Ger¬ 
many’s allies, Austria and Turkey, 
the reason being, no doubt, .that the 
measure Is avowedly a reprisal 
against the German submarine war¬ 
fare. However, a cordon of ships will 
be maintained to shut afl the com¬ 
merce of German ports ami regulate 
trade In the war zone, altbougb ships 
voyaging eastward across the Atlantic 
will. It la expected be seized before 
they reach the North Sea. 

When a neutral vessel 1 b beld up. 
In all cases except whore there Is a 
false declaration of destination, or 
other attempt at subterfuge, the car¬ 
go only will be seized, provided it Is 
not contraband. 

SUPPLIES INADEQUATE. 

I Britain Not Malting Munitions Fast 
Knough, Says Kitchener, 
i LONDON. March 16. —’Our pro¬ 
gress In equipping the new armies 
bus been seriously hampered by tho 
failure to obtain sufficient labor and 
the necessary plant for the Bupply of 
war material,’’ said Lord Kitchener. 
Secretary for War, In the House of 
Lords last evening. 

Lord Kitchener held excessive 
drinking partly to blame for ibis 
condition, which, he said, was caus¬ 
ing him "serious anxiety.” 

He urged the passing of a bill au¬ 
thorizing the Government to take 
over factories for the production of 
war material, and recommended that 
men who hud served their country 
In making Ibis matt-rial receive Held 
I medals like the soldiers at Ibe front 
I "Notv llhaiandlng our great ef- 
’ forts.” be said, "we have uuforlun- 
: nMy found that (bo otitpul of muni- 
lions of war does not equal our nn-

, tiutis. A very large number of our 
orders have not been completed on 
i the dates for which they were prom- 
I Jned.

The first of Iheso 
roeo will leave Ihis week for London, 
and by s special system of advertis¬ 
ing will endeavour to find agricul¬ 
tural positions for many of those now 
unemployed. 

Tlieao officials will have an accur¬ 
ate knowledge af the number of posi¬ 
tions available nod will come Into dl- 
, reel contact with the situation. Con¬ 
crete propositions will be offered ar.d 
contracts will be made. 

An endeavor will be mado to find 
places for mechanics who hove had 
practically no fanning experience, al¬ 
though thoio who have done work in 
l the field are necessarily more Ip de¬ 
mand.

PARIS. March II.—BL Biol, from 
which the Brltlah army had been com¬ 
pelled lo fall back before Carman at¬ 
tacks, was recaptured with almost aU 
the neighboring trenches yesterday 
afternoon despite several stubborn 
counter attacks of tbe enemy, while 
the advance was lo progress. St. Eloi j 
Is south of Ypres and has been the 
point where some of the heaviest 
lighting of tbssvar baa taken place. 
The Prlncgps Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry were In the trenches 
for several weeks at this village and 
It is believed that they took part In 
this engagement. 

Fifty dead Germans were left on 
the ground as a result of an attempt 
to captore a redoubt near Lombaerl- 
syde In Belgium which bad been tak¬ 
en from the Germans a few days ago. 

. The French losses In repelling this al- 
1 tack were insignificant. 

Three lines of trenches were cap- 
' lured by the Freucb Infantry in a 
brilliant attack on German positions 
north of Arras on the spur of Notre 
Dame de Loretle. The French troops 
hsve now reached the edge of tbe 
plateau in this region. In this action 
they took 100 prisoners, several offl- 
| cere, destroyed two machine guns, 
and blew up an ammunition store. 
Further south of this point they blew 
J up several Greman trenches near the 
road to Lille at Ecurle and Rocklln- 
court, 

1 The Germans exploded a mine un¬ 
der a French trench near Carney. Al¬ 
bert district, and occupied the posi¬ 
tion, but were driven out. They came 
back and were driven out again, and 
the French troops Lave since firmly 
established themselves on tble 
ground and put all their defensive 
works in order.

PRZEMYSL HAS FALLEN 

Slrong Galician Fortress Hoists 
the White Flag. 


Heroic Garrison, Which Has With¬ 
stood Siege since the Region tug 
of the War, Has Been Starved In- 
to Sobcslsaton — Big RosnUd 
F orce Released Pot Other Par- 
poses—-Over 50,000 Prisoner.. 

LONDON, March 22. — Frr mysl 
has fallen. Fifty thousand • t the 
enemy, mainly Austrians, pllu their 
j arms without firing a shot. j« last 
effort of the exhausted gar ion to 
! break through waa made on Thurs¬ 
day night, and met with a < . citrous 
repulse. Famished by thi >anga of 
hunger, weakened with dii-.ase, and 
their ranks thinned by r< . mted de¬ 
feat! at the hands of a r\ .^erlor nnd 
tireless toe. the heroic g ,rlson. cut 
off from Its main army, at length 
yielded lo fate. Wltboi t food, the 
last available horse si; ugbtered to 
satisfy the pangs of bu.tger, the de¬ 
fenders of this Galician fortress sav¬ 
ed their honor while surrendering 
their swords. The deience of Prze- 
myal has won tbe admiration of 
friend and foe alike, The newa of its 
fall led lu an enthusiastic demon¬ 
stration In tile streets of Petrograd. 

The official statement announcing 
the fall of I’rzemysl was as follows 

”The fortress of I'rzemysl has sur¬ 
rendered lo our troops. At the 
headquarters of the comamnder-ln- 
chlef a Te Dcum of thanksgiving was 
celebrated In the presence of Em¬ 
peror Nicholas, Gr^nd Duke Nicholas, 
tho conunander-Jn-cliief of tho Rus¬ 
sian army, and all members of the 
General Staff.” 

An official report issued in lvtro- 
grud states 

■ In consequent’ of the Joyful event 
of Ihe surrender of the fortress of 
Preeniysl, GcneralisBlni<' the Grand 
Duke Nicholas hr* been uwarded the 
St. George's Cro* of the second de¬ 
gree. and Gen. SeUwanaff. commander 
of tbe army before I’rzemysl, has 
been awarded tho St. George's Cross 
of the third degree.” 

A Petrograd despatch says: 

“The rrzemys’ garrison, which 
cspil' lated to the Russian army yes- 
terda . surrendered without a fight. 
Tho joisting of the white flag over 
this fortreis. which was said to be on 
tbe point of surrender on a number 
of occasions, caused little surprisg. as 
it was generally known that It was In 
a terribly weakened condition, with¬ 
out food or ammunition, and its en¬ 
durance was only a question of days. 

"War-Office advices reports that 
nine Austrian generals were taken, as 
well as more than 300 officers and 
60,000 men. 

"The Russian general commanding 
the investing army bas beer decor¬ 
ated with St. George s Cross. 

"The moral effect of Ihe victory on 
Russia will be very great. 

' The ending of the Ions fiege is 
of great importance. L give* Russia 
control of virtually all of Eastern 
Galicia and releases the Gusslan 
army which has hren besieging the 
city for service else where. ” 

The London new-papers asaert that 
tbe fall of ;bc fortress marks tbe 
most important capture of the war, 
not excepting Antwerp. In that it not 
only releases considerable Russian 
forces which can be thrown Into the 
fluctuating struggle In (be Carpath¬ 
ians, buL opens tbe door to Cracow 
and the plains of Hungary.

The abaotute c ; earance of tbe en¬ 
emy's ships from tbe Black Sea bos 
been promptly followed^ by a close 
bombardment of the Turkish defences 
on the European and Asiatic shores 
at tbe mouth of tbe Bospboras. Tbe 
news of the sound of Russian cannon 
- holnf through tbe streets of Con 
stantlnople on Palm Sunday has 
awakened great Joy In Russia. 

It Is known Ue Black Sea fleet 
was recently encaged In vigorous pre¬ 
paratory work. The Asiatic coast has 
been searched fo.- mine-layers and 
several sunk, while all the Turkish 
transport*) were either destroyed or 
captured The B.eslsu in Its flight 
back to the Bosphorus, struck a Turk 
Ish mine near tb • coast snd was dis¬ 
abled beyond repair. The Hamldleb 
was the last light.ng ship to Venture 
Into the open sea. 

Tbe Russians, at dawn yesterday, 
it Is officially announced, began 
shelling tbe forts spread over a dis¬ 
tance of four or Ore miles on escb 
side of tbe Bosphorus, aviators regis¬ 
tering the effect of fire and disposi¬ 
tion of the Turkish batteries. Only 
a few torpedo boats attempted to 
emerge Into tbe a/t^-but they were 
driven beyond range Into tbe chan¬ 
nel. Russian shells were dropped 
accurately over a wide radius, caus¬ 
ing much destruction. The bombard¬ 
ment wilt continue. 

It Is known the Turks are poorly 
supplied at the northern end of the 
Bosphorus with engineering person¬ 
nel anrl equipment. Bealdea, they are 
anxious as to tbe number of shells for 
the guns. It scarcely Is likely tbe 
Germans Can spare any effective tal- 
ent from the Dardanelles. 


Increase- In Freight Hates Would 
Ruin tbe Industry. 

TORONTO, March 30.—Represen- I 
lallvee from practically every fruit I 
growers' association In Ontario ap¬ 
peared before tbe Dominion Railway j 
Board at the City Hall yesterday to 
protest against lbe proposed increase 
in freight rates. 

Many of them submitted figures 
and conclusive facts to prove that 
they actually lost money on ship¬ 
ments made lo far eastern and weal 
ern points, owing to the freight rales 
charged, and poor facilities provided j 
by the railway companies in the way 
of refrigerator cars. 

A grower stated that be shipped 
70 baskets of plums to Winnipeg and 
only received 17.61 for them after 
paying freight charges, etc., an aver 
age of about 10c. per basket. 

A number of apple growers also 
protested against an Increase. One 
staled that be shipped 600 boxes oi 
apples to Winnipeg and ODly received 
an average of 15c. per box of 80 
pounds. 

S. L. Squire, president of the On¬ 
tario Good Ronds Association, pro¬ 
tested against an increase of five 
cents a ion on sand, gravel and crush¬ 
ed stone. Such a step would deter 
road work. 

NEW FIRING METHOD. 

British Soldier* Hold Rifle* l‘p In All 
mid 1st 1 I'erisropes. 

LONDON. March 30.—The Spanish 
way of bolding tbe rifle overhead Ic 
firing from a trench, so ns to endan¬ 
ger only the hands of the flrer, it 
method which has caused foreign ob 
servers to ridicule the fighting ol 
Spanish-American armies, and which 
made the Are of tbe insurrectlr-ulsts 
so effective in tbe Philippine war, has 
been adopted by the British army. 
But It is not haphazard lire, for the 
aiming is done by periscope. 

Instructors are now employed Ini 
the British training camps lo teach 
this method firing, which requires a 
new technique. These men bare as- 
tonlahed sceptical officials by making 1 
shots tbat would be creditable to s 
sharpshooter under the old method ol 
holding tbe eye to the sight.

IVrs Wns No Rescue. 

PETROGRAD. March 80.—A state j 
ment referring to the German official 
claim tbat In evacuating Memel the 
Russians took with them 3,000 resi¬ 
dents who afterwards were rescued 
by German troops near Kromingen 
was Issued last night from the head¬ 
quarters of tbe General Staff. 

Headquarters says In Ita statement 
that after a careful investigation II 
has been established that an engage¬ 
ment against German troops attack 
ing from TtlsW took place at Memoi 
and alio on the roads from Memel to 
Korcjany and Memel to Polangen.

the period of the war of tbe sale ol 
intoxicating liquors. Thla should ap¬ 
ply not only to pc bile houses, bul 
also to prfisate clubs, so as to opera if 
equall* with all classe of tbe com 
munlty. 

It was stated tha despite the fad 
that work was being carried on nlgbi 
and day, seven dr.yi In the week, lb* 
total working llm® on the average Ir 
nearly all the British shipyards wai 
actually less than before tbe war 
and tbe average productiveness hat! 
decreased. There were many met 
doing splendid aLd strenuous work 
probably as good as tbu men in tb* 
trenches, but many did not even ap¬ 
proximate full lime, thus disastrous 
ly reducing the average. 

Notwithstanding tbe curtailment/ 
of the hours they are allowed tt 
keep open, tbe receipts of tbe public 
houses in the n» gbborhood of th* 
shipyards bad greatly Increased, Ir 
some esses forty per cerii. As an In 
stance of one of many similar cases 
that of a battleship coming In fox 
Immediate repalm wax cited. Sb< 
was delayed a whole day through 
the absence of riveters, who war* 
drinking and carousing. 

In one yard lh> riveters have bees 
working on the average only forty 
hours a week, and la another yard 
only 36 hours. 

In conclusion, the deputation 
which Included representatives al 
tbe leading shipbuilders of the coun 
try, drew attention to the exampl* 
set by France and Russia, and urged 
upon tbe Chancellor the need ol 
drastic and Immediate action.

! bo liow liotten can I R|>end the lime 
I than by writing home. 

'It is not many days since I wrote 
! you last, have received a letter from 
you since I Imvc been in France, 
tho mail service is wonderfully good 
since you consider the dirtr-acted 
state of affAirs that are brought 
about by war, it takes about one 
month to get a letter from Edrnoti • 
ton. about six days to got mail from 
London- 1 have ha*i about twenty 
letters since 1 have be**o in France 
from different parts of the world, it. 
ie impossible for me to answer them 
all now as we have absolutely no 
opportunity to write at the present 
time. 

You would be surprised to note 
the coolness of the people in this 
section cf the country when you 
think of tho mil Room of German 
soldiers just a few miles away, thr 
heavy guns booming continuously 
yon can hear them at any hour of I 
the day. The German cavalry! 
swept this port of the country iiij 
October. A heavy buttle wm fought 
near tho farm we liave our horses at., 
a quick firing gun was stationed ut 
un old wind mill not more than two 
hundred yards from the bam where' 
we have our horsas, the Br. Oavalry : 
repulsed the Genoa* Cavalry at this 
|»int. The German Cavalry must' 
have left in a hum as yon Can see 
their .helmets at almost any farm 
house lances and rifles, so they did 
uot have any time to waste when 
they were getting away- 

The French iieasant soldiers from 
their conversation are afraid of The 
Germane and they sigh at the 
mention of the task of "driving the 
Germans back to Berlin,.there is not 
a 'question .that the armies of the 
German Emperor would have been 
ill Paris in three weeks time had it 
not been for the prompt action of 
tbe Belgians and the measurers 
adopted by the Br. Government. I 
do not think a great deal of the 
French soldiery so far hs 1 am able 
to judge, the fieopie loo charge tbe 1 
foreign soldiers an cohortsnt price 
even in the zone of flgli&ing, yon 
would think they would be satisfied I

LOIU) NELSON DESTROYED? 

Berlin IUiH>rt Declares Urllk.li Haiti* 
ship Is Kulued. 

BERLIN, April 6.— (By wireless to 
Sayvllle.)—A report received in Ber¬ 
lin from Athens says the British bat¬ 
tleship Lord Nelson, stranded Inside 
Jibe Dardanelles Straits, baa been de¬ 
stroyed by the fire of tbe Turkish 
dbna on shore. This information wm 
• given out yesterday by tbe Overteaa 
News Agency. 

A despatch from Constantinople 
says tbe following statement has been 
issued by the Turkish War Office: 

t "Our Qeet yesterday sank two Rus¬ 
sian ships, the Provident or 2,000 
tons and the Vastocbnaja of 1.&00 
tons at Odessa. 

‘Our batteries off Kum Kale sank 
an enemy mine sweeper which at¬ 
tempted lo approach the entrance to 
tbe Dardanelles.’' 

Tbe Lord Nelson was built In 1)06. 
She bad a tonnage of 16,500, was 425 
feet long, and 79.6 feat at her beam. 
She carried 865 men. She and the 
Agamemnon, sister ships, have both 
been engaged at tbe Dardanelles. 
Tbe two are of a type dissimilar to 
any other British ships, and rather 
resemble French vessels.

BAVARIANS CUT IP. 

(.rraiM Survivor* Say Itfoch Gun 
Fire >i Epargt-a Was Horrible. 

PARIS. April 6.—Combats at the 
Epargee, In tbe Department of Meuse, 
on March 18, 19 and 20 were no leu 
brilliant and successful than the pre¬ 
ceding engagements, according to the 
French official Eye-witness, In a re¬ 
port giving further details of the bat¬ 
tles on this part of the front. 

“The moat recent succeu,” aaya the 
report, “was due la the interne ar¬ 
tillery preparation, the very prompt 
assault and violent hand-to-hand 
fighting. In the trenches captured 
from the enemy, In which our heavy 
artillery fire caused great excava¬ 
tions, we found bodies cut up and 
half-buried In earth.

1 The second success by tho Russians 
was gained In the region north of 
Bartfeld, a point upon which the Rus¬ 
sians are converging, slowly but sure¬ 
ly. Here the fighting was marked by 
fierce exchanges of artillery salvos 
and heavy bayonet charges, and as a 
result 2(1 Austrian officers, and over' 
1.200 soldiers were captured with two 
machine guns. 

The Russians In the third place| 
made progress on tlie front from 
Mezolaboroz and. l.'szok, carrying 
everything before them and taking 
prisoner 25 officers and overy2,000 
Holdiers. Three guns also fell Into 
Russian bands. 

The fourth scene >f Russian suc¬ 
cess was in Ilukowina. JJesperaie 
fighting took place near Okla Village, 
north of Czernowiti, and the Aus¬ 
trians were forced to retreat,'leaving 
behind over 1,000 men, wbo were 
made prisoners. 

West of tbe NleroeD river contin¬ 
ued progress la being recorded against 
the Germans, 

Even the Austrian official report

CANNOT ADMIT RIGHT. 

U. a. Publisher Note Protesting 
Against Allied Blockade. 

WASHINGTON, April 6. — The 
United Stales Government yesterday 
made public ita note lo Great Britain, 
Announcing that “it could not admit" 
either the right of the allies or their 
claims for justification In placing an 
embargo on all commercial Inter¬ 
course between Germany and neutral 
countries. 

“To admit It,” says Ibe communi¬ 
cation, “would be to assume the au 
Ciiude of unneutrallty toward the 
present enemies of Great Britain, 
which would be obviously (nconala- 
tent with the solemn obligations of 
this Government in tbe present cir¬ 
cumstances, and for Great Britain lo 
make such a claim would be for her 
lo abandon and to set at naught the, 
principle* for which she baa consist¬ 
ently and earnestly contended In oVj- 
er times and circumstances.” 

Ambassador Sharp at Paris was In¬ 
structed to present a copy of the Am¬ 
erican note to Great Brltala to the 
French Foreign Office, with the state -\ 
meat that although the French Ad¬ 
miralty decree ha- 4 not been officially I 
received in Washington, it was un-1 
derstood here to be identical with the 
British order-ln-council.

LONDON, AprU 6—The Morning 
Post has lb* following from Cham¬ 
pagne, Franca: Tbe French advance 
in th* Hnriu* district and the Camp 
de Chalons, which ta one of tbe great 
training ground* for th* French 
army, has altered aud la daily con¬ 
tinuing to alter the entire aspect of 
sffaira In the Champagne, while In 
other parte of the line we have be*o 
content to keep pounding at the Ger¬ 
mane and wearing down tbelr effect¬ 
ives Id men and material, snatching 
from Ume to time local success as 
occasion may offer. Here It really 
aeema Ihe forward movement has 
been begun with promises that It will 
be continuous. We have now gained 
thewop of the slope leading to a great 
plain of barren land rolling gently 
into tbe low hills and sprinkled 
freely with plantations of scrubby 
pine trees. Naturally it has been 
coally business, and the fighting, 
which continues unceasingly, is still 
ding hack long trains of wounded 
to 'ie bases, but the Germans have 
lost still more heavily. They have 
r»." of llielr finest troops here, In¬ 
cluding detachment;, of the Prussian 
Guard, whole regiments of which 
have been cut up. 

So terrible has been the effect of 
the concentrated artillery fire, and so 
frightful from t ic German aland 
point tbe French bayonet work at 
close quarters, that many of Iht 
prisoners wbo have been so fortunate 
as to he taken are Insane. It is no 
mean force (hat Ihe French have to 
face here, for, with recent reinforce¬ 
ments that have been rushed up to 
the danger point, full seven army 
corps are calculated to be In Ihe dis¬ 
trict. In several Instance so desper¬ 
ate has been the defence offered by 
tbe suhborn German Infantry tbat 
they actually bav» built parapets of 
their dead behind which they have 
disputed every inch of ibe French 
advance. Now that they have been 
driven from what may be termed 
their prepared positions, the Ger¬ 
mans are adapting, themselves lo 
warfare on ibe plains of Cham¬ 
pagne, which consist in the rapid 
fortification of each of the little pine 
plantations tbat dot the open country 
with trenches and machine guns. 

These might well have proved for¬ 
midable obstacles — but Ibere Is the 
•'76.” In the preliminary fighting to¬ 
wards the plains at the commence¬ 
ment of tbe second pbsse In tbe 
Champagne operations tbe famous 
French field MUD la doing some of Its 
most spectacular work. It la mow¬ 
ing down brittle pine trees Id swath*. 

The correspondent of The Dally Ex¬ 
press telegraphs from tbe Belgian 
frontier: 

Aerial raids on German aerodromes 
and submarine depots, a lively bom¬ 
bardment of the German coast de¬ 
fences from tbe set. and renewed at¬ 
tacks and counter-attacks on several 
paints In the Dixmude-Lombardyxe 
asetor are the principal feature* of 
the first Easter la Belgium under 
German role. 

Thousand* of Oertnan soldiers 
passed the day in crowded troop 
trains traveling across Flanders, as 
a part of the widespread redistribu¬ 
tion of force* between the eastern 
and western fronts, which has caused 
so much speculation during the last 
weak. Some of tbe (rains which halt¬ 
ed at Liege on the way from Cologne 
on Saturday wore so packed that the 
soldiers sat on the roofs of the cars. 

Tbe following official statement 
was issued last night: 

"This has been a day of rain and 
fog along the whole front. 

"At th* woods of Allly, southeast 
of St, Mlblel, we carried three suc¬ 
cessive line* of trenches. We also 
gained a foothold In part of Ihe en¬ 
emy’s organisation northeast of Keg- 
nlevllle.”

Calgaiy. 12tb Mounted Rifles 
Apr. 26th. 1916, 

My dear Mother,—I received your 
letter yesterday and am not going to 
lose any timi Answering this time 
Well, we are still here in Calgarv 
with, no immediate hopo of getting 
aiviyN We have been hoping and 
esjKfcttnj’ ‘o go for a long time now 
but it does not eecm to come true. 
For about three months the officers 
have been telling us that we would j 
1* moving right awav. Thev ore 
preparing a big ramp to accommo¬ 
date about six thousand men under 
canvas, on the Sarcpe Reserve about 
eight miles from town, and I think 
we will be there in about another 
week. We nre. in very cramped 
quarters in theptikk here sleeping in 
what used to be box stalls and a 
dozen of us in each one.

A ranch house in the Far Weat la 
hurt Quits the lama thing aa a country 
.house In England, though oven that ta 
Slot aiwaya a* luxuriously comfortable 
In smsll detail* aa many of the middle 
claae town houaea of Canada. If we 
lore at the beginning of thing* out 
"Weat, we grow t*et. and solid comfort 
la not an English monopoly. 

What ordinary manor house In Eng¬ 
land ha* a hath room atached to every 
bedroom, electricity ready to be turned 
on at every possible point where light 
/ «ould be wanted, It * even temperature 
i assured by a furnace In the basement, 
Its labor-saving appliances so com¬ 
plete that one Chinese factotum can 
perform all the domeatlc labor which 
machinery will not do far him. 

The want of domeatlc servants lias 
made western men use their brain* for 
the abolition of tabor, and one ot the 
results has been small houses so com¬ 
pact. so well arranged, that servants 
can almost be dispensed with.

The matter of the town ooquiring 
Fairview oemeter 7 wan discussed at 
the council meeting Monday night 
and resulted in the appointment of a 
committee consisting of Mayor 
Feathers too, Reeve Hacking, Coun¬ 
cillor Oampbeli and Messrs. F. W. 
Hay and T. Male, to see what ar 
rangemenU oould be made with this 
end in view. 

Mr F W. Hay addressed the 
meeting and pointed oat that no con¬ 
tinuity in the upkeep of the loti was 
asourred so long as the cemetery 
wai owned by a private party and 
conducted for profit. 

The payment of one dollar a wear 
provides for the care of a lot,\ut 
Mr. Hay pointed out thAt with pim¬ 
ple moving away, in many instances 
no provision would be made for the 
care of the lots, which would become 
weedy and neglected, 

He wan satisfied that with the 
premises under the management of 
a cen.etery trust this woald be reme¬ 
died and other changes effected that 
would tend to make the property- 
more beautiful. 

It was also pointed out that the 
holders of the various lots wore''not 
really the owners, the deed custom 
iitily given, being of no value and 
never recorded. 

At the price the lots are selling it 
won contended that the pioperty 
would bring uboilt $2000 an v*re 
The available area totals sixteen 
acres and of thin about fo it ar • a 
half acres is surveyed 

The Mayor and other members of 
the council ap|>enrcd in accord with 
the view of Mr. Hay and ono con¬ 
tended that it was not legal for any 
individual lo operate n cemetery 
within the municipality and ended 
that lie thought it possible for the 
town to expropriate the premises. 

"1 think the coinetofy should be 
owned by the cor|>orntion.'' said Mr. 
Watson, "No doubt," lie continued, 
‘‘the owner has made a good deal of 
money out of it; but you can hardly 
htuino him for that,"

HELPED TO SHORTEN WAR. 

British Pluck at Yprra Is Prated by 
Field Marshal French. 

LONDON. May 31.—Field Mar¬ 
shal Sir John French, commaoder- 
In-chlef of the British forces in 
France, In an address to the troop* 
which fought ln tbe second battle 
of Yprea. which be described as one 
of the "most desperate fights of the 
j war,” declared lhal they had done 
much to shorten the war. 

"You may have thought," he said. 

1 "tbat because you were not attack¬ 
ing tbe enemy you were not helping 
| to shorten the war. On the con- 
| trary, by your splendid endurance 
and bravery you have done a great 
deal to shorten the war. In Ihls 
second battle of Ypres the Germans 
tried by every means In their power 
to get possession of that unfortunate 
town. They concentrated large forces 
of troops and artillery, and, further 
than that, they had recourse to tbat 
mean and dastardly practice, hither¬ 
to unheard of In civilized warfare, 
namely, the use ot asphyxiating 
gases. 

“You have performed the most 
difficult, arduous and terrific task of 
withstanding a stupendous bom¬ 
bardment by heavy artillery, prob¬ 
ably tbe fiercest artillery fire ever 
directed against troops, and you 
warded off tke enemy’s attack with 
magnificent bravery." 

Losses ou tbe Majestic. 

LONDON, May 31. — Forty-nine 
men ot the craw of tbe British bat¬ 
tleship Majestic were lost when that 
vessel was torpedoed off the Galli¬ 
poli Peninsula on May 27, according 
to tbe casualty list issued last nlgbt. 

The casually list of the British 
battleship Triumph, torpedoed off 
the Gallipoli Peninsula, which was 
Issued Saturday night, shows that 
three officers and eleven men were 
killed and that forty-two aro miss¬ 
ing. 

T^e number of men lost on the 
steamer Princess Irene, wblcb waa 
blown up ln 8beerness harbor, ex¬ 
clusive of 78 dockyard workmen, is 
gdven a* 343. 

Cfiuued by Submarine.

Simultaneously the Russian army 
Started an enveloping movement 
against I,lr»ingen'a army, which had 
crossed t Dniester. Russian In¬ 
fantry with magnificent dash attack¬ 
ed the Germans who had a quantity 
of 3-loch guns and drove them from 
the woods. They annihilated a di¬ 
vision ond captured besides 261 of¬ 
ficers. 9,300 men. 12 field guns, and 
49 machine Rons. The Gghting last¬ 
ed two days. 

The Germans are now entirely 
southward of the Dniester. Evident¬ 
ly they Intended to develop In enor¬ 
mous force here. They were beaded 
by the Prussian guards and advanc¬ 
ed rapidly toward* Haltcx from 
where they proposed to conduct tbe 
main attack on Lemberg. All their 
movements, however, were easily 
frustrated. The Germans are now 
gathering south of the Dniester, ap¬ 
parently walling for reinforcements.

FARM IMPROVEMENTS. 

Tbe late summer and autumn 
afford tbe farmer tbe beat oppor¬ 
tunity for making farm improve¬ 
ments. Usually there Is time 
available during this season, and 
the condition of tba soil Is favor¬ 
able. Draining operations espe¬ 
cially are most successfully put 
through during these months. 
In tbe spring tbe so(i is too wet 
and sticky to be economically or 
comfortably bandied, but tn the 
autumn conditions are usaslly 
favorable. The same Is true re¬ 
garding tbe removal of old hedge 
rows, with their stumps and 
atones, or tbe clearing of stones 
from land. Tbe energetic farm¬ 
er will not fall to find plenty of 
opportunity for patting in off 
tbe time he can spare from bis 
regular crops in these ways.

Fecht toward* Munster. 

One wing of tbe army that occu¬ 
pied Metseral already baa swung 
down through tbe valley towards 
Munster, and la now within three 
miles' of the town. Colmar, one or 
the most Important centres In th'< 
section, Is but 12 miles farther o 
Even from the heights surrounding 
Melzeral tbe French guns will 1« 
able lo shower their shell* down th» 
valley and into tbe defences at Mun¬ 
ster. 

Tbe French, under the protection 
of a curtain of Intense artillery fire 
along the front north of Arras, bave 
taken tranches mod driven wedges 
into the German lines at various 
points. 

One of the most desperate con¬ 
flicts, according to lost nlgfat'a of¬ 
ficial report of tbe French War Of¬ 
fice. centred around tbe Fond de 
Suva), which baa been stubbornly 
defended by the Germans (or six 
weeks. This position (he French 
carried by in assault ao desperate 
tbat only a dozen Germans remained 
alive when (be (reoebea were finally 
won. 

After becoming master of the 
Fond de Duval position. General 
J off re’s forces delivered an attack 
tov .irds the east lo the direction of 
Souuet. and advanced two-thirds of 
a mile. Many machine guns and a 
few prisoners were captured. 
Trenches were also captured to the 
east of Lozelte In the direction of 
Souchez. The Germnne In a /rounler- 
altiek of extreme violence, retook 
one part of tbe great passage way 
known as “The Labyrinth,'’ but the 
French subsequently regained It. 

North of Hooge the British occu 
pled German trenchea on nearly i 
quarter of a mile front, which the 
enemy bad been forced to abandon 
owing to local successes of tbe Brit¬ 
ish. Several hundred prisoner! were 
captured, and a full gas cylinder 
taken. Tbe electric power nation 
at La Baasee was successfully bom¬ 
barded by airmen. Northeast of Ar 
mentleres several of tbe enemy's 
trenchea were destroyed by mines. 

EVACUATING ADKIANOl’LK. 

Turk* Robing Garrison to ConsUs- 
tlnople to Quell Riots. 

LONDON. June 21.—It la report 
ed In despatches from Athena that 
lbe Turks are evacuating the forts 
oi Adrlanople. The telephone* con 
ceding tbe forts with lbe city have 
been cut off. and the garrisons are 
being rushed to Constantinople lo 
reinforce the garrison there and lo 
co-operate in repressing tbv anti- 
German revolt which ha* been pro¬ 
voked by tbe Germans shooting tbe 
Turkish soldiers retreating oo the 
Gallipoli Peninsula. 

The following official statement 
was issued yesterday by the French 
Ministry of Marine: “A French tor¬ 
pedo boat captured between Cape 
Matapan, Greece, and Cretw a small 
Greek tailing ship which was navi- 
bating with false paper* mod carry 
ing a mission of Turkish officers 
sent by Enver Pasha Into Tripoli to 
carry gifts to the Senoasl.” 

Taking Over Munition Factories. 

BERLIN, June 21.—The National 
Zeltung’e correspondent, "On the 
Russian Border." who repeatedly 
ha* shown himself to be well in¬ 
formed, tends a despatch, saying 
tbat tbe Russian War Ministry ba* 
ordered (he military expropriation of 
all factories capable of making am¬ 
munition, The correspondent lays 
tbat despite tbe fact that Busslan 
ammunition factories are working 
tkree shifts of men, the production 
atlll lacks much of covering lbe gl 
gentle consumption.

— Important 
steps are being taken by the On a* o 
Department of Game and Fisharie* 
lo regulate (be fishing industry In 
Ibe great lakes and to prevent 
poacbiDg. Arrangements have been 
concluded for the chartering ot the 
steamer La Salle for patrol work on 
Luke Erie, ami Capt. S. E. Corson 
will be In command. This Innova¬ 
tion Is tbe reault of complaints of 
the pound fishermen, who claim Ihe 
gill-net men In their tugs encroach 
on their territory. 

Previous to this year gill-net fish 
ermen were forced to fish 10 mllei 
from shore west ot Port Staoley and 
five miles out east of tbat point, Tb>- 
glll-net men were only allowed to 
uka flab out of waters adjacent to 
tbelr respective counties. This year, 
however, ihe act was changed to al 
low tbe flahermen to work any place 
they wished along the lake In ac¬ 
cordance with tbe five and ten-mil* 
limit regulations. Tbelr dally catch 
la limit*-- to a certain number of 
Osb, over which they must pay royal¬ 
ties to the Government. Tbe La 
Salle la recorded as having a speed 
of 15 knots; part of her duties, too. 
will be to *eize American nets In 
Canadian waters. 

Tbe Athene, a steamer of 13 
knots, commanded by Capt. Fleming, 
will patrol eastern Lake Ontario 
and lbe 9t. Lawrence. This boat 
formerly patrolled Canadian waiers 
j from Windsor up through tbe St. 

I Clair Lake, sod was operated at 
annual expense of (3.000. A small¬ 
er and less costly boat to operate will 
replace the Athene at Windsor. 

The Thyra, also a steamer, com¬ 
manded by Capt. Joseph Brown, will 
patrol tbe Thunder Bay waters, from 
Otter Head Point to the internation¬ 
al boundary, Including Lake Nipi¬ 
gon. 

llulgar* Not to Enter War. 

LONDON, June 21.—From a quar¬ 
ter whose authority cannot be dis¬ 
puted it is learned tbat whatever] 
else may happen in tbe near east] 
any dangqr of Bulgaria entering the 
war against tba allies is now defin 
itely passeed.

Dogs an Artillery Home*. 

Tbe First Army Corps of France Is 
said to be considering the adoption 
of dogs for hauling artillery. The 
dogs tn Question are the big Flemish 
animals, which are largely utilized la 
the north of Fr&nca for dragging milk 
cart* and other vebLIea. 

A good Flemish dog can be bought 
for 100 francs, and the cost of feed¬ 
ing It does not exceed 50 centimes a 
day. The lowest-prlce of an artillery 
hone Is 400 franc* and the daily cost 
of its upkeep amount* to two francs. 
In other words, the first cost of the 
horse is at least four times as great 
and It costs four times as much to 
feed. Moreover, for 100 franc* It 1* 
possible to buy a dog In much better 
condition than the majority of lA

interesting Letter 

from Earl Johns 

* 

•Bherncliffe, England. 

My Dear Mother— 

Hope you got my 
cable tolling of our safe arrival. 
The trip started to get tiresome and 
tbe food very bad, never saw any 
j thing like it, however by getting on 
! the right Bide of the steward a few 
of us managed to gat an occasional 
good meal, bnt the name the boys 
gave the beast of the “Hardship! 
Starvasia” is a good one (Carpathia: 
is tbe real name). We managed toi 
keep well away fftlto the German 
submarines altbo' there woe one 
sunk a liner that day at the Eddy- 
Btone. Lighthouse, which we paesbd 
in tbe afternoon so we were not 
many miles ewftv. however we were 
prepared to give them a good recept 
ion, all the machine guns out and 
we had a few torpedo boats as our 
escort. 

Mother, I never hope to eee again 
such a welcome as we got at Ply* 
mouth. Friday was a beautiful 
afternoon, and as we sailed up tho 
river past tho Nee where Sir Francis 
Drake played at bowls before going 
out to defeat the Spanish Armada, 
the people lined the banks in thous¬ 
ands and such cheering. The boys 
were all over the ship up to the top 
of the rigging and the bands were 
playing on the deck, and ns we pass¬ 
ed the warships and the boys train¬ 
ing ship {where they train for the 
navy) the kids made u wonderful 
sight, waving their hats, and you 
could hardly hear yourself think. I 
was on guard duty all that night 
and tbe moonlight ou the water on 
the river, showing up the little 
torpedo boats and the big shipyards, 
wag something Mjer to be forgotten. 
Tii&TB are BpmglfQnderfal ship yards 
there.' ^Tbe'blggest and fastest ship 
ever built is nearly completed it will 
sail40 knots (nearly 50 mi pel 1 hr.) 
and 11,000 men are working on it 
uight aud day. The crush ia so 
great that men have been killed 
when they change shifts to work, 
and the flare of the great furnace 
lights up the sky for miles- 

Plymouth is in Devonshire (fathers 
old country) and we were several 
hours ou the train Saturday going 
there, it is a beautiful country of 
green fields, hedge rows and fine 
estates, the houB?B all look so old 
and attractive, and bad quite a long 
ride getting there (8 hours). The 
trains arc small, more like toys, and 
travel very fast (60 miles a hour 
being common) they have few 
accidents and are very comfortable. 
We passed thru' London and the 
way the people treated U9 every¬ 
where we stopped we were showered 
with oigareetts, candy, fruit aud 
flowers And tbe grateful look in the 
people’s eyes was enough to make 
the teara come to yours. 

Going thru' London especially 
tbe track ran thru' nearly all back 
yards aud rich and poor it made no 
difference from stores to mansions 
the men and women waving, throw- 
ing kisses and wishing us good luck 
was magnificent, hope I have not 
dwelt too much ou our welcome- but 1 
I can’t forget it. 

Our camp here in very good, we 
are iu tents, 9 t>o a tent (those ball- 
shaped ones) and the food is good 
and will be better. We are working 
hatd, up at 5 n.m. and thru' at 4.30 
with an hour for breakfast and 
dioner. We had a route march to¬ 
day about 15 miles aud a few hoars 
drill besides so feel a little tired 
(after our holiday) get to bed at 
9.30 and certainly sleep- We, are 
about half a mile from the ocean and 
the summer villages of Seabreakt 
aDd Hythe, Folkestone one of the 
most fashionable summer resorts in 
England is about 4 miles away, it'iB 
a large town (40,000) and verv pretty. 
Don't expect to visit it much, too 
tired at night, tuav take in an 
occasional show though. Mother 
dear, am nearly asleep and hope you 
will forgive me if I close.

' Mrs Thou Johnston received 
following letter last week from her 
brother Ptfi Fred Duranr, of the48 
th Highlanders, in the Auxiliary 
Military Hospital, Rochdale, Lan¬ 
cashire, England, suffering from gaa 
poisoning; 

Dear Bister: 

After four months fighting in 
France and Belgium I now have a 
little time to tell you of some of tbe 
experiences I have had, but I would 
not attempt to tell you in a letter 
what I have Been and been through 
it would take a big book to hold what 
every soldier considers every day 
life to convey 4c you what war is, so 
2 will try and tell you ju9t what is 
fresh io my mind since we landed 
here. We went to Fraooe !n tbe first 
part of Februaiy and had'some rough 
trip going over, We went through 
the Bay of Biscay and going over 
lost our sails and* two life boats, 
and for one night and two dgy 
thought we would go down, but sent 
a message for help and two French 
cruisers came to our aid and accorap- 
ua until the danger was past and we 
landed safely at St Lustre, except 
for several who had received broken 
arms und ribs in the rough passage 
across, 

We were then sent from the south 
of France to Cassells in box cars, 
forty-five in n car The cars are not 
U8 large as our box cars, und we had 
to take turns at sleeping, for 
couldn't all liq down at one time, We 
travelled in this way for two days 
and two nights and arrived at a 
small town the second night about 
nine o'clock aud were taken to a 
large building something like a school 
house. 

The next morning we matched 
about fifteen miles to a town nearer 
tbe firing line and stayed there three 
or four days, and then took another 
walk of about eighteen railea to 
Arinjteew, about two miles frqm'tb^ 
trenches, and were stationed in a big: 
building therefor a couple of days. 
We then got word to go into the fir¬ 
ing line and went into the trenches 
with eorae English Tommies and it 
was fine to start. We were in for 
twenty feur hours and Only had one 
killed. The Germans were a long 
ways away here about four hundred 
yards. We came out and had twenty 
four hours rest and went back to the 
trenches ourselves for two days and 
two nights, we liked it fine. W e 
were then taken to Florabey about 
twelve miloa away, and took over the 
trenches there. We were in the 
trenches four days and just got re- 
leived and arrived back at tbe house 
about eloven o’clock and were called 
up about three o'clock iu the morn¬ 
ing-for the Neuve Chapel le battle, 
and there we saw our first real good 
fight. Wo marcheci through the 
fields in sections so we would not be 
seen and got within a quarter of a 
mile of the enemy's trenches when 
all our guns opened fire. It surprised 
us. Everything started at once. It 
was an awful noise far a few hours 
but we got used to it, or didn't taka 

much notice iu the heat of the 
battle, I don’t know whioh. 

We had a fine diuuer that day, I 
had four oggsand a big piece of steak 
with potatoes and other vegetables. 
We had to buy the egge of course. 
They costa franc for four(20eeotB) 
and utter the big fireworks was all 
over we went for a bath. The next 
day was quiet and we went into the 
trenches, but would go out a few at 
a time nud boy eggs and things for 
the trenches for the next days supply 
we even had roast chicken. We do 
our own cooking and have it down 
fine. We moved from here and lost 
bat very few men and went to a 
place called Estaire, about twelve 
miles away, where we stayed a week 
and were then moved to Ypres. We 
were rested up fine and though tea 
bad a change to make, we had about 
forty miles to go.. We' got our first 
motor bus ride here. They are the 
London bases, aud it was a treat to 
get a ride but it didn't last long. 
They took us about fifteen mdoeand 
we had to walk, the rest. We landed 
about 7 o’clock that night and had a 
good rest. We were there two days 
when the battle of Hill Sixty took 
place and our machine gnn .section 
was called out. It w*a au awful 
battle. We went to U$e .trenches'the 
next night and it. was alright the 
fiat two nights, but the next day 
• >«mt four o’clock they began 
tluow.the gee and tba Kmudi bad 
to ra treat; and the Germans got

surrounded. The fun started 
The qnemy started to send Jaek 
Johnsons, Zip Bangs, German'Saus¬ 
ages.

The Jack Johnstons are dandies'! 
they make a hole fifteen feet deep 
and about thirty feet across. The 
coal boxes are quite gentle, they only 
iDiikaahole about nine feet deep 
trod twelve feet across, but tli-’y ’ ire 
dangerous, they throw sera.,* ire-’’ 
about a hundred yards all ereuod 
Well, we were iu hare for four day- 
without anything to eat or drink. 
Welostalotof men, went iu full 
strength and came out with 182 men 
There were 36 in the trench I was in 
and three of us got out. I only _ 
a bit of shrapnel in the hand, throe 
ballets through my kilt aud some 
gaa, but not enough to lav mo up, 
so I came through that fight pretty 
lucky. 1 had my rifle smashed to 
pieces with a bullet or something 
Which struck it, but I didn’t get 
hurt. 

We were under heavy shell and 
rifle fire for fourteen days. Their 
trenches were about 80 yards from 
ours and we bad lota of time to gat 
them coming across, They came 
three deep and close together, we 
couldn’t miss them und they were 
piled up like wood, buta9 soon as 
the first lot were mowed down more! 
would come. You would think they i 
wrre growing out of the ground, but

We were then moved to Beluej 
and stayed a couple of days und got 
rotne of the men we hod left in 
England, and some from the 31st- 
and 32nd battalions and then went 
td Holbose to the trenches again. 
We were ftdvaucingand getting along 
fine, but on the seventh day I got iu 
tiie wav of some gas and that is as 
far as I know. I tell you it is lots 
of fun, it is like rabbit hunting only 
u little more dangerous. 

I was taken to a clearing station 
at the buck of tbe firing line and 
then 'to three or four raura field 
hospitals and landed in Bulogne 
Goneral Hospital. From there I 
took a boat to Lehonre and took an¬ 
other one to England. I was over| 
two weeks oh this trip and every 
time I waa moved it was on a stretch¬ 
er so I was glad -when I arrived at! 
Rochdale. Am getting along line, go I 
out for an auto ride everyday, had a| 
77 mile trip to-day. I can walk now I 
but not far. 

Well, I guess this is all for this ! 
time, so will close with love to all. 1 
The fellows who are left are not! 
down hearted yet.

Ills lather's lllnee* makes George, 
Duke of Kpsrta. and Crown Prince of 
Greece. & figure of International Import 
ance and ihero la considerable apecula- 
tion as to whether he will conllnoc the 
present Greek po icy of neutrality, or 
read the writing on the wall and join the 
allies, In the face of the election of Veo- 
Izelns, who carried two-thirds of the 
float* In the Greek Legislature, and who 
long ago declared himself In fav> 

War against Germany. It is difficult to 
Understand how Greece can remain neu¬ 
tral, once the poweiful influence of 
Queen Sophia la removed. Although the 
strong minded woman, who is the sister 
of the Kaiser, was for years estranged 
from both her husband and her brother, 
of late years there hoa been a recouelllla- 
tlon, and tboQocen of Greece It under 
stood to have announced that Id 
event of Greece joining the war as an en¬ 
emy of Germany's she will leave tbc 
country. There can be no doubt that 8bo 
has her husband much under her coe- 
trnl, and that ltis*her personal Inlluenco 
that bus kept Greece Inactive during om 
of the most Important crises In her his 
tory. 


7\ Religious Quarrel 

The tronhle between the Emperor of 
Germany nod the Quveu of Greece be¬ 
gan when the Princes*. on licdbnilna the 
wife of the heir to tlio throne of Greece, 
renounced the Lutheran it-ligh-n and 
adopted that of lice husband.

A low years 
later when Greece aud Turkey became 
Involved in war. the billerrieaa between 
uot only tbc Princes* anil her brother 
but between Germany and Greece, was 
intensified, tor the Turkish army which 
inflicted hinr.iliotlng losses upon tho 
Greeks was led. for the most part, by 
German officer*, who lintl been lent for 
the purpose. OnuViry Turkish victory 
tlio Kniscr dcspiitehed messages of con¬ 
gratulation to the Sullan. and the people 
of Greece hood learned Hint the Kuiscr 
was only ouo step removed from tin Ir 
open enemyi 
T\ Prince in exile 

Later on the trouble between Hu- Kais¬ 
er iimi his sister was patched up but the 
relations In-tween the two countries hav© 
never leeii very cordial, and In tlioso 
years when the present King of (irnce 
aud his wife wore refugees, wandering 
troiuuno foreign country to another. It 
was noted that Cmt-iiintbie never went 
to Gerrunny, a'lhougli his wlfu aud their 
family spent most of their tlmo there. 
Their long separation gave rise lo rumors 
that they were to be divorced, but whet¬ 
her this step was contemplated is uot 
known. At this time Constantino had 
about decided to become a Uimsian sub¬ 
ject, and had boon given a high com¬ 
mand in the army of his cousin, tho 
Cznr; but tho coup of Venlzelos followed, 
and the exiled ruler and his wife were 
permitted lo return to Greece. Shortly 
afterward tho first Balkan War broke 
out. and at tlic bead of his army Con¬ 
stantine was able th retrieve the disast¬ 
ers that had marked tho Turklsk cam¬ 
paign, and restore himself iu the favor of 
the poopla- 

No Reaped for Kaiser 

Tho present Crown Prince *ss with his 
mother in the years of bur exile m Ger¬ 
many, and is said to havo been particu 
lariy nudor tho cya of his uncle, hut 
without tbc roeult ot becoming particu¬ 
larly attached to him. In fact, tlio 
yuuug l’rlnco, like ilia Gorman Crown 
Prince ami the young bloods who umdo 
up the noted regiment of Foot Uuardfl at 
Potsdam came la regard thn Kaiser an a 
bore aud busybody to say uuihing of be¬ 
ing a short-sighted despot. A 'Veteran 
Diplomat,’ who dl6cdaset the inattor In 
a Philadelphia Ledger says that tho 
young Prince on more than one occasion 
inudo his uuulc the victim of practical 
jokes. It is one of the halluclDatlous ot 
the Kaiser that he It an archaeologist, 
and It was alleged that uudur Ids direc¬ 
tions most important discoveries had 
been made ou the Island of Corfu, whero 
he owned a villa. The 5met 1 loyal law- 
lly had a country house lu the neighbor, 
hood, and it Is said that Georgs of Greece 
and some companions used to amuse 
themBckes 1>y 'planting'’ bogus aotiqul' 
ties, which the Kalber subsequently 
found. 

Constantine & Failure 

It U not to bB assumed, therefor, that 
because that becauw the heir to the 
Greek throne has a German mother, and 
received moit of bis military education 
jo Germany, he is naturally a pro-Gjr- 
man. He mnst real It© that he has a 
throne to save, and that it cannot be sav¬ 
ed if he is to defy the wishes of bia peo¬ 
ple and the advi oe of Venitolos- More¬ 
over, be la a much more Intelligent man 
than hla father, tbe pr re ca t King, who (a 
desorbed as being extremely don and ut¬ 
terly lacking In tact. Constantine, in¬ 
deed, it almost as great a menace to his 
oocntry as tbs Kalaer. sad should be re¬ 
cover his health and continue hla pres¬
